MANY BURIED IN 
LAVA ANO ASHES 


Loss of Life by Volcanic Erup­ 


tion Not Known. 


KAGOSHIMA 
IS 
IN 
RUINS 


Whole Isl and In Southern Japan Is 
Under Volcanic Dust of 
Varying 


Depths. 


Tok lo, Jan. lo.—Official reports of 
the disaster in southern Japan brought 
out the following general features: 
The small Island of Sakura is cov­ 
ered with a layer of lava and ashes, 
in places several feet deep. Beneath 
it lie many bodies, whose number will 
probably never be known. 
Any esti­ 
mate of the dead must include a large 
number of refugees who were drowned 
while trying to swim from Sakura to 
the city of Kagoshima. 
Kagoshima, last week a prosperous 
town of 60,000 inhabitants, is in ruins. 
Even stone buildings collapsed under 
the weight of the hot ashes. 
Simultaneuosly with the eruption of 
the volcano of Sakura-Jima. there oc­ 
curred 
an 
eruption of Yarigatake, 
which threw a cloud of ashes over Mat- 
sumoto, but did no serious damage. 
The 
eruption 
of 
Sakura-Jima is 
gradually subsiding. A heavy rainfall 
is clearing the atmosphere and there­ 
by assisting the work of relief. 
The entire island of Ktushiu, an 
area of 3000 square miles, is covered 
with volcanic ash in varying depth. 
At Kumamoto, north of Kagoshima, 
over 1000 refugees have arrived and 
the authorities are faced with the dif­ 
ficulty of housing and feeding the suf­ 
ferers from the disaster, the full ex­ 
tent of which has not yet been told. 
Kagoshima, the nearest large city to 
Sakura, while it suffered great dam ­ 
age from the earthquakes, does not ap­ 
pear to have sustained a severe loss 
of life. IL Ijuin, former Japanese min­ 
ister to China, who lives in Kago­ 
shima, sent a dispatch to the foreign 
office, in which he said ten persons 
have been killed and thirty injured. 
Sakura-Jima, at the height of its 
eruption, is pictured in reports as a 
terrifying mountain of tire. The air 
for miles around is thick with ashes 
and smoke. The police and soldiers of 
Kagoshima, soon after the disturbance 
began, made many rescues from the 
Islam! of Sakura. 
The people at first did not seem to 
realize their danger and were slow In 
trying to escape. 
It is feared that 
many were killed before reaching the 
seashore. 
Thousands, 
pursued by a 
rain of 
fiery stones, knelt 
on 
the 
beat h, half sui merged in water and 
gesticulated wildly to the steamers 
and fishing boats for aid. One small 
tt inter saved 3*H» persons, while the 
other boats also did 
noble 
rescue 
work. The cruiser Tone reported that 
Sakura had been entirely evacuated. 
A party of refugees from tile island 
if Sakura arrived at Miyazaki. 
They 
reported that the inhabitants of 300 
houses, composing the village of Seto, 
on the island, lost their way in trying 
to reach tile seashore and probably 
a1! perished together. The refugees 
iedare that hundreds were drowned 
in trying to swim across the Gulf of 
Kagoshima. They add that the volcano 
of Sakura Jima has completely chang­ 
ed Us form, several new craters hav­ 
ing opined. The hail of ashes ceased 
st Miyazaki after 
lasting thlrty-slx 
hours. 
The whole volcanic range of Kius- 
hiu burst into dangerous activity with 
startling suddenness atter having been 
quiescent for more than a century. 
Hundreds of earthquake shocks were 
felt all through tile islands. Railroads, 
telegraph lines and telephone lines 
were destroyed, and nothing like un 
a d e q u a te account of the disaster has 
yet been received In Tokio. 
According to dispatches from Mlto- 
yoshl the main loss of life was appar­ 
ently on the island of Sakura. 
After 
having been dormant for 13o years th<5 
volcano, without warning, burst into 
activity and poured destruction on the 
villages on its slopes and base. 
The eruption began in the forenoon 
of last Sunday, according to one of the 
survivors, who 
managed to escai»e 
from Kagoshima and arrived at Naga­ 
saki. 
Many of the islanders hastened 
to the mainland, a couple of miles dis­ 
tant, abandoning their homes in ter­ 
ror, but by far the greater number had 
no time to escape. 
The 
whole 
mountain seemed to 
split. 
New 
craters opened up In a 
score of places and lava and blazing 
ashes (ame down the slopes. Igniting 
everything in their path, until the en­ 
tire island was a mass of dames.

Colquitt Sighted Hard Ashore 
by Fisherman. 


FAINT "S. a S.” CALL HEARD 


Wreckage 
From Vessel 
In Distress 


Drifts Ashore—Ships Rush to Her 
Aid. 


Yarmouth, N. S., Jan. 15. — The 
Royal 
Mail 
packet Cobequid, still 
clinging to the Trinity Ledges, with 
the 
waves 
breaking over her, was 
sighted by a lone fisherman just as 
the fog lifted. 
All hands are safe. Nearly all of 
those on board have been landed at 
Yarmouth. 
The 
steam er 
W estport 
brought seventy-one ashore and the 
others came on the steam er John L. 
Cann. 
The decks of the Cobequid are awash. 
If the present w eather continues the 
Cobequid will hold together. She is 
heading off shore. The Cobequid went 
ashore at 6.15 a. rn. Tuesday. 
The 
Trinity Ledge, where she struck, is 
six miles off the mainland of Nova 
Scotia and fourteen miles from the 
port of Yarmouth. 
The Cobequid’* masts anil funnel* 
are standing, though terrific seas are 
sweeping over the ship. 
The ship* 
cargo, including many barrels of mo­ 
lasses, is coming ashore. 
The wreckage includes an extension 
ladder, a hatch combing, companion 
way fixture* and a sign board bearing 
the inscription “Keep clear of twin 
screws.” As the Cobequid is a twin 
screw 
boat it is thought the sign 
came from her stern. 
Radiograms had been sent out from 
St. John ordering all ships that could 
be reached to hasten to the Cobe- 
quid’s assistance. The steamship John 
L. Cann was sent out from Westport 
and a tug was sent out from Westport 
and a tug was dispatched from Yar­ 
mouth. 
The Trinity Ledges, on which the 
Cobequid stranded, are a collection of 
jagged rocks just out of w ater on the 
eastern side of the entrance to the 
Ray 
of 
Fundy, and fourteen railes 
north of Yarmouth.. 
They are more than five miles off 
the regular course into the bay from 
the southward and eastward, and the 
Cobequid was carried on to them by 
the westerly gale. 
The faint purr of an “S. O. S." call 
from the missing Cobequid was picked 
up at several point* in the 
Bay of 
Fundy early on Wedi.esday morning. 
The Canada Northern liner, Royal 
George, caught the try of 
distress 
three times and heard the steamship 
(.ady Laurier replying, asking for the 
location of the Cobequid.

any other tribe with which I had the 
honor to exchange shots. 
When we 
were hunting them we were more sure 
that they weren’t hunting us. 
Any 
man going to a spring for water, drop­ 
ping out of the ranks to cool off or in 
any wise going off by himself was 
liable to be token in, and so noise­ 
lessly that the rest of the command 
wouldn’t know anything about it un­ 
til lie was missed and some one would 
be sent back to find him dead and 
scaled. 
One time when we were after a 
party of Apaches, not knowing when 
they would turn on us in the middle 
of the night, or, more likely, just be 
fore dawn, we made preparations that 
would let us know of their coming 
Our commander had taken the precau 
tlon to bring along some barbed wire 
fencing, and after getting Into camp, 
before turning In under our blankets. 
we fenced ourselves in. Of course we 
didn’t expect to keep off the red devils 
with a wire fence, es|>eolally when we 
weren’t helping the latter with lead 
All we hoped for was a few moments' 
delay, long enough, you know-, to grab 
our rifles and get on our feet. 
We bivouacked oue evening on a 
hillside so situated that we couldn’t 
very well be taken on the flank, and 
Instead of running the wire around us 
we stretched It before us, so that any 
force coming up the hill must pass 
over It. Though the moon was In the 
third quarter, the night, being cloudy, 
was quite dark.
